Act II]: Seene, the palace of the Grand 
Shereef, in the forbidden city of Mecea, 
“The Soul of Islam,” where men are 
killed who say that Christ was the Son of 
God, The Grand Shereef, surrounded

The Sultan's long control over Arabia 
was never more than nominal, especially 
in the interior, : 
Turkish authority was never actually and 
fully recognized and respected by Arnhs 
anvwhere. Io many parts of Arabia 
offical Turkish feet weyer trod; outside 
nitions, by international courtesy, re- 
garded these regions as Turkish territory 
merely because the map se showed them; 
jt the local Arabs roled themselves— 
and lasghed at Turkish clans — 

Even as late as.1910, when the Sultan 
sent word to the Sheik of the Beni lam 
tribes!in Mesepotamya (not even a part 
of Arabia proper), inviting him to come 
to Stamboul fora conference, the Sheik 
replied, in substance, “If you want to-sec 
me, vou know where Dive?” 

While residing in Bagdad, J used tm 
see “Turkish light artillery go out to blow 
up the mud towns of nver Arabs, who, 
spuTning Turkish authority. had retused 
to par their tuxes. Sometimes the Ariths 
would drive the Turks back: often the 
Turks would seme many at the tribes’ 
camels for back |tixes. Later, perliaps, 
the Arabs would steal the camels back 
Surin. | 

Thus this hide-and-seek war went on: 
it went on from the halevon days of 
Murad the Fourth, and civilization grew 
weary of the spectacle. Tt held hack the 
developnient of trade inthe Middle Exst; 
trade caravans could not travel sately, 
cither from Syria to Mesopatamia, down 
into Arabia, or even from Pagdad to 
the Persian frontier, Oince the German 
const! mt Ragead, gome to Aleppo by 
carringe, was robhed and stripped. es- 
caping back to Bagdad chid only in his 
sthciess, 

Christian nations, long tired of Tur- 
hev's experiments. have now officially 
declared themselves, and the dawn of a 
new era in the Middle East is breaking. 
Listen to what Clemenceau told the Sul- 
tans Grand Visiter when he recently 
headed a committee of Turks who called 
anthe Council of Ten (at the Peace Con-

ference) to plead for the statis que conte 
helio of the Chtaman Empire: 

"The Council i anxious not to enter 
Into unnecessary controversy, and to 
avoid. inflicting needless pain cy Your 
Excellency. . . +. It alates well to the 
Turkish people, and admires thetr excel 
lent qualities, Bot it catmit admit that 
among those qualities are to be counted 
Capacity to tule over alien races. The 
experiment has been tried too Jong anil 
too often for there to be the least doubt 
a¢ tothe result . .

has not been followed by a growth in 
inaterial prosperity and a rise in the level

Slave traffic along the Aral const is 
Tieral ander the terms of certam conven- 
tions, but slavery, nevertheless, is said 
still ta exist to a rather considerable ex- 
tent. A. few years ago members of the 
American Arabiin Mission at Bahrein 
resell a whole boathaied of blick hows 
who had heen snuggled up from Africa 
ma “htacktird” dow for sale along the 
Oman coust, In the interior towns sliyes 
are used mostly as personal seryants, 
hody guards, and heetlers, 

By an old law in Arabia, a slave is 
freed after seven years of service, pro- 
vided he has embraced the Moslem re- 
limion, and it ts said that test of the 
davyes do so, There is no prejudice

AMAZON TONGUES AS WRKAPONS OF WAE 


There ts no better fighting tain ainy- 
where than the Arab, The Turks will 
tell vou thie! History says that in the 
seventh century the Arabs raised an 
army, swooped out, and whipped half the 
then civilized world. 

Today Arabia could readily raise and 
maintam an army «of 4oo.0em. And no 
doubt the Dritish will recruit amd eyip 
many regunents of native troops for use 
as constabulary along the caravan routes 
and tn the big cities, after the manner of 
their colonial troops elsewhere. 

The women fight, too, in emergency, 
and Arab myths ond legends are full of 
tales of herote women. History tells the 
story of Avesha, a wife of the Prophet, 
who led a charge at the “Battle of the 
Camel,” in 656 4. 1D. To this day it is 
an Arab custom to have a wotnan along 
int batthe—asually mounted on a black 
Humel—ty sing songs of cheer to the men 
and to insult the erveny. 

And the Arab shares the universal tu- 
man trait of wanting to be on the win- 
hing side. "The Beni Lam tribe in Meso. 
potanua quit their Turkish allies and went 
over to the British as soun as the Turks 
began te lose.

The horse is perhaps indigenous to 
Aralin, Certamly the finest horses on 
earth live here: not the largest nor nec- 
escarily the swiftest, but the handsomest. 
The best Arab horse is seldom over 15 
hands hich, and there are probably many 
favorites in. Rurope and America. that 
can dom mile faster than the best horse 
in Nejd—on a modern track under rac- 
ing conditions. Tut for docility and en- 
durance, for aviometry of hint and body, 
for sheer animal hemuty and perfection 
of form, the “Nedjec horse” has no 
rival, . 

Here ih Neid live the aristocrats 
merge horses: their family histories can 
he traced back to the fifth century, 
These animals are <ehdom or newer ex- 
parted. A few -stalliins have been given 
Wav as presents to monarchs or distin- 
ished formgners, but the mares are 
kept at home, _ 

Nothing m Aralia ts more fascinating 
than the story of the horse: pn lowe ago 
a Dritish consul at Tagdad (Colonel 
Tweedie) wrote a ihoak, “The Arab 
Horse,” with wonderful plates showing 
prize animals of the country, ‘Oddly 
erough, the Arab seldom shoes fis horse. 
Sametimes, however, he oils an nnimal’s 
hoofs ta prevent splitting in the hor, dry 
sands, [lores “wrangling” or breaking 
is inknown : colrs, raise] close to tents or 
homes of cwrers. ire tame from infaney 
“i are ridden early. | 

Dates and barley are fed to horses, and 
grass stlectedd with mitch care. Ohoce im 
ob Whithe a littl: cried meat ts fel, and, in- 
tentionally, scant water 1 given. in cool 
weather a Nejpd horse will travel 48 hers 
without drinking,

Traming a hors to ditterent gaits is 
an Arab pift, No bits are teed, bit m- 
stemla fanev rope halter, and at that ihe 
anim! is guided mostly hy pressure of 
the knees. Hut Arabs do mor kiss their 
horses, nor cry over them, ner bring 
them into the tents to sleep on cold 
mghts, as we somehmes read in super- 
heated desert fiction. Frequently they 
fatten a weak colt on camel's milk, and 
the colt will whinny and ery when it sees 
an Arab take the milk bow! and -start 
toward the cow camel at feeding time. 

The horse is more popular and sells 
for more money than the uly, sullen, 
and indifferent camel, Put this latter 
drab, fea-bitten brute is pre-cminently.

Meanwhile the snowy peaks overhead,

ancient art might have been ground to 
dust beneath the iron chariot of modem 
comunerce. - 

But for the.aid that Woolley and Law- 
rence gave to the German empire-butld- 
ers when the rising Euphrates clutched 
Raeane at the piles of the temporary 
bridge, their second structure would have 
been carricd away by the flood as was 
their frst. 

Lawrence, who later aided in (Ger- 
many's downfall, then succeeded im in- 
ducing the Kurds. Arabs, and Syrians, 
whom the Germans had offended, to re- 
turn to their tasks and save the bridge, 
which was a thom th the side of British 
pride and ah important step in the chal 
enging advance of Germany toward the 
coveted gates of India.

For the present the Hine to Bagdad 
and the Persian Gulf will monopolize the 
attention of the rodd-builders : but slowly 
and surely the fron pathways of com- 
merce will extend north to the copper 
fields of Asia Minor aml! the rich plains 
where Turkish tobacco i -gTown, tp 
through Armenia to the Caucasus, across 
Persia to Turkestan, and across Afehan- 
tan or Baluchistan to the gates of India. 

Through comimiinication with central 
Asin tony rob the wharf at Beirnt of

IFFERENCES between certain local unions and their ot 
termittonal anions have claged every magazine printing 
tallizhment in New York City, Some of the local unions 
have retained their membership in their international union, while 
the presemen, feeders, and paper handlers have seceded and struck. 
Thee local unions demand a 3244 to 44-hour week and an m- 
crease of Sty per-week, with dewhble and triple pay for overtime, 
to take effect immediately. The interntional unions contend that 
the men <choauld return to work and the entire matter be left to 
arhitritian. 

The publishers of the magizines meanwhile most suspend pub- 
cation until the uwiiens fight owt their differences. This means 
that Collier's Weebly, MfcClure’s, Pictorial Review, Cormepolitan, 
Hearst's: Magamme, Aor piers Roser; Good Housckec ping, Aar- 
pers Magazine, Metrepolitan, Scrifarr's Magasine, Century, 
Munsev's, Popular, Detineator, Eweryhody's: Magazine, McCall's, 
Popitlur Science Monthly, Pogue, Vanity Fair, Motion Ptefare 
Motazine, and 152: others; as well as many of the largest trade 
papers In the country, will net appear on time as ictal, 

Some of the putilishers are making plans to remove: theit 
plants from New York to other places, and many Western cities 
are bidding vigorously to Induce these qablishers to consider ther 
particular localities, “hree very large publications have already 
completed plans for permanent removal, and their printing ma- 
chinery and paper supply ate now being shipped to Chicago. 

The mitlions af readers of the patbfications affected by the 
stoke are requested to be patient and te refrain from writing 
the publishers concerning delays in receipt of magazines It will 
be only a cpestyor of a short time until the presses will again be
